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CONSTITUTION 
7M CITE 0 


The name of the association of students under this con- 
stitution shall be THE ASSOCIATED STUDENT BODY 
OF THE ASTORIA HIGH SCHOOL. 


ARTICLE II 


The purposes of this association shall be to promote school 
citizenship and foster growth of leadership among its mem- 
bers. The Association shall act as a legislative body, transact 
business, and direct student activities cooperatively with the 
faculty and the administration. The Association, through 
the student council, shal! charter all school clubs. 


ARTICLE III 


Any regularly enrolled student of Astoria High School, 
unless a member of a club not sanctioned by the school 
board, shall be automatically a member of this Association 
and shall be entitled to all privileges of membership stated 
in this Consitiution. 


ARTICLE IV 
Section 1. The officers of this Association shall be 
President, 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th Vice Presidents, Secretary, 
Treasurer, Rally Squad, Pepsters, and Student Store Man- 
ager, 


Section 2. Student Council. 


A. Student Councicl membership shall consist of the 
following: President, Ist, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th Vice Presi- 
dents, Secretary, Tieasurer, Yell King or Queen. 


B. Ex-office members of the council shall be the Prin- 
cipal, and Advisor of the Student Council. 


Section 3. The Executive Board shall be made up of the 
President, 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th Vice Presidents, Secretary 
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and Treasurer of this Association, the Principal and the 
Advisor. 


Section 4. The officecrs of the Association shall be 
elected by a plurality vote of the membership. 


ARTICLE, V 


There shall be no less than two meetings of the Student 
Body during the year. One shall be at the beginning of the 
school year and one in the spring for the installation of 
ovicers. The Student Body President has the authority to 
call all Student Body Meetings with the consent of the Prin- 
cipal. 


ARTICLE VI 


Section 1. All amendments to this Consitiution must be 
stbmitted to the Legislative Committee which will submit 
them with recommendations and in the proper form to the 
Studeat Council. If approved by the council, they will then 
be publisked or posted. At a meeting not sooner than one 
week thereafter, the amendment or amendments will be 
presented to the Student Body by the Committee. 


Section 2. This constitution may be amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the Association. 


ARTICLE VII 
The source of authority for this constitution shall be the 
administration of the Astoria High School. The Principal of 
the school is responsible to the superintendant and_ the 
school board, therefore, he has the authority of dissolving 
th’s Association at any time. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I 
DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS 


Section 1. President. 


A. The duties of the President of this Association 
shall be to preside at all meetings of the Student Body, 
the Student Council, and the Executive Board. 


B. The President shall appoint all standing and spe- 


cial committees unless otherwise stated in these by 
laws. 


C. The President shall call all Student Body, Student 
Council, and Executive Board Meetings and will be an 
ex-officio member of all committees. 


D. The President shall perform all other duties per- 
taining to his office. 


Section 2. The duties of the Vice President of this 
Association shall be to preside in the absence of the Presi- 
dent in the order of their seniority, and to represent and to 
report back to their respective classes. 


Section 3. The duties of the Secretary of this Association 
shall be to keep an accurate record of all meetings, take 
care of all correspondence and to file all records with the 
principal at the end of the school year. 


Section 4. The duties of the Treasurer of this Associa- 
tion shall be to keep an accurate record of all expenditures 
of this Association and to make a monthly report to the 
Student Council. 


Section 5. The Rally Squad. 


A. The Varsity Rally Squad shall consist of three 
members of the Junior or Senior classes. Their duties 
shall be to have charge of all Pep assemblies, to teach 
and lead school yells and to lead yells at all home 
varsity games and all other varsity games when pos- 


sible. 


B. The Varsity Yell King or Queen will have author- 
ity over all rally squads and shall hold the position of 
chairman of the Student Spirit and Morale Committee. 
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Section 6. The Pepsters shall consist of seven girls from 
the Junior and Senior classes, who shall perform at all 
pep assemblies and all varsity home games. 


Section 7. The Student Store Manager will be respon- 
sible for the Student Store, order all supplies, take inven- 
tory regularly, and make a financial report to the Student 
Council when required. 


ARTICLE II 


This Association of Astoria High School gives authority 
to the Astor Post and Zephyrus staffs to appoint editors, 
advertising managers and business managers from their 
staffs. These appointments must meet with the approval of 
the advisors of these publications and with the principal. 


ARTICLE III 
NOMINATION OF OFFICERS 


Section 1. The nominating committee shall consist of 
eight members who shall be appointed by the executive 
board at the beginning of the school year. There shall be 
two seniors, two juniors, two sophomores and two fresh- 
men and the Student Council advisor on the committee. 


Section 2. The duties of the nominating committee shall 
be to: 
A. Draw up a slate of nominees for any office which 
shall become vacant during the year and for the main 
elections in the spring. 


B. Consider carefully the qualifications of all the pro- 
posed nominees for office. 


C. Nominate not less than two and not more than 
four candidates for e2ch office. 


Section 3. The candidates for Pepsters and Varsity rally 
squad will be volunteers approved by the nominating com- 
mittee. 
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Section 4. Additional nominations may be made from 
the floor accompanied by a petition containing the signatures 
of 75 members of this Association. These petitions must 
appear on regulation forms obtainable at the office. The 
Election Committee will validate all signatures before the 
name of any candidate so nominated appears on the ballot. 


Section 5. The Nominating Committee shall meet at 
least two weeks before the date of nominations wherever 
the chairman shall specify. 


Section 6. Restrictions on Nominees. 


A. The President, Secretary, Treasurer, and Ist Vice 
President shall be elected from th incoming Senior class. 


B. One Cice President shall be chosen from each of 
the incoming Junior and Sophomore classes. 


C. The 4th Vice President shall be nominated and 
elected at the beginning of the school year from the 
entering Freshman class. 


Section 7. All nominees for Student Body offices must 
have passing grades. 

Section 8. The Constitution sets up the following policy 
concerning Student Body officers because of the major im- 
portance of their work. 


A. No Student Body officer may hold any other elec- 
tive office in the school. (This ruling does not include 
class clubs, such as language clubs, in which all activi- 
ties are part of class work, or honorary clubs.) 


B. The Executive Board shall review any unusual cir- 
cumstances concerning officers and their extra-curri- 
cula activities and make recommendations to the Student 
Council in cases where officers are failing to do an 
adequate job because of outside interests. 


C. Rally Squad members and Pepsters cannot be mem- 
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bers of the Service Club. 


Section 9. Procedures. 


A. Election week shall be the week starting with the 
first Monday in April, or, if more convenient, the sec- 
ond week in April. 


B. The nominating assembly shall proceed with 
speeches of the candidates in the following order: Stu- 
dent Store Manager, 3rd Vice President, 2nd Vice 
President, 1st Vice President, Treasurer, Secretary, and 
President. 


C. Each of the above nominees shall give their cam- 
paign speeches before the Student Body. 

D. The Pepsters and Rally Squad nominees will try 
out before the Student Body at a special assembly. The 
Pepsters will try out to music. 


Section 10. Limitations on candidates. 


AS Each candidate's campaign expense plan must 
be submitted to the nominating committee for approval 
before campaigning. 


B. Eeach candidate will be allowed to have an intro- 
duction given by a fellow student to be not over one 
minute in length. His own speech will be limited to 
three minutes. 


C. No officer may introduce a candidate for his office. 


T). The presiding officer shall time the candidate and 
the introductory speakers. 


E. No campaign or solicitation of votes will be allow- 
ed after 4:00 P.M. the day prior to elections. 


F Each candidate is responsible for seeing that his 


posters and advertising are removed from school prop- 
erty by 4:00 P.M. the day prior to elections. 
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ARTICLE IV 


Section 1. Elections will be held the Friday of election 
week. The polls will be open from 8:15 A.M. until the 
first class, during the noon hour, and after school until 3:30 
P.M. 


Section 2. Manner of Elections. 


A. The form of the ticket shall be that used in elec- 
tions by the Australian ballot system. 


B. No one shall be allowed to vote unless his or her 
name appears on a list containing the names of students 
of Astoria High School. 


C. The candidate receiving the plurality of votes is 
the winner for each office. 


D. Voting shall be held in designated polls created 
by the election committee. Recommended polls shall be 
two to a floor. 


E. There shall be at all times one ballot distributer 
and one clerk appointed by the election committee 
present at each polling place. 


Section 3. Counting of Votes. 


A. Votes shall be counted as the votes come in during 
the day until 4:30 P.M. 


B. Counting will take place in the best available 
room. 


C. Counting will be done by the Election Committee 
under faculty supervision. 


D. Results will be announced as soon as the count- 
ing is completed, by the Election Committee. 


Section 4. Duties of the Election Committee. 


A. Set up polling places. 
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B. Appoint clerks and ballot distributers for each pol- 
ling place. 

C. Make the roll of voters available at the correct pol- 
ling place. 

D. Count the votes. 

E. Announce the results of the election to the Student 
Body. 


ARTICLE V 
INSTALLATION OF OFFICERS 

Section 1. The Installation of officers shall take place 
sometime before the last two weeks of the school year. 

Section 2. The Installation of officers shall take place 
at the Student Body meeting. 

Section 3. The President of the Student Body shall pre- 
side at the installation, and the outgoing officers will install 
the incoming officers. 

Section 4. The Installation of officers will be carried 
out following the ceremony adapted by the Association on 


—__and will be used at all times. 


Section 5. Installation of officers will be carried on as 
provided above after every election during the year as well 
as after the main elections. 

ARTICLE VI 
COMMITTEES 

Section 1. The President of the Student Body has the 
authority to appoint all standing and special committees 
with the exception of the Nominating Committee. The 
standing committees are listed below: 


A. School Spirit and Morale, chairmaned by the Var- 
sity Yell King or Queen. 
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Building and Grounds. 
Legislative. 
Awards. 


Nominating. 
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Elections. 
Club. 


Section 2. The members of standing committees are ap- 
pointed for terms which run concurrently with the Presi- 
dent and end with his term of office. 
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Section 3. The members of special committee will serve 
for the period designated by the President. 


Section 4. Duties of standing committees. 


A. The School Spirit and Morale Committee shall be 
charged with the responsibility for maintaining and 
improving the spirit and moral of the the students of 
Astoria High School, both at athletic events and at 
school. 


B. The Building and Grounds Committee shall be re- 
sponsible for keeping the premises clean and making 
changes and repairs within its authority to improve 
the appearance of the school. 


C. The Legislative Committee shall be responsible for 
accepting proposed amendments, deliberating upon 
them and submitting them with recommendations and 
in proper form to the Student Council. It shall handle 
any other business which might be within its jurisdic- 
tion. It will be responsible for reporting to the Student 
Council any actions of that body or of the Student 
Body which they deem to be contrary to the Constitu- 
tion, 


D. The Awards Committee shall be in charge of 
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working out the point system and listing students who 
have earned awards. It shall be in charge of the Awards 
assemblies. 

E. The Nominating Committees duties are listed 
above in Article II, Section 2. 

F. The Election Committees duties are listed above in 
Article IV, Section 4. 


G. The Club Committees will arrange the order of 
club elections in the spring, collect and file club consti- 
tutions, application forms, progress reports, and will 

sist groups who wish to apply for a club charter. This 
committee will also keep a list of club members and 
officers checking to see that students do not duplicate 
offices. 


ARTICLE VII 
MEETINGS 


Section 1. Regular meetings. 


A. The regular Student Body meetings are listed in 
the Constitution in Article V. 


B. These meetings shall be held in the gymnasium 
or other convenient assembly rooms. 


C. Meetings shall be called for the most convenient 
time chosen by the Principal. 


D. A majority of the membership must be present to 
constitute a quorum. 


Section 2. The Student Body President may call, with 
the approval of the Principal, special meetings. 


Section 3. Order of business, 
A. Meeting called to order. 
B. Committee reports. 


C. Reading of the minutes. 
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Communications. 
Old business. 
New business. 


Announcements. 


TO mm 


Adjournment. 


Section 4. ROBERT'S RULES OF ORDER shall gov- 
ern this Association in cases where they are applicable and 
which they are not inconsistent with this Constitution or 
the By-Laws of this Constitution. 


ARTICLE VIII 
STUDENT, BODY FEES ELC. 


Section 1. There will be no fees, dues, etc., required 
for membership in the Associated Student Body of Astoria 
High School. 


Section 2. An activity card, the amount to be set by the 
Student Council, will entitle a member of this Association 
to the ASTOR POST, admission to class plays, concerts, 
and regularly scheduled athletic events. 


ARTICLE IX 
AWARDS 


Section 1. Description of awards. 
A. Varsity Athletic awards shall be block chenille 


emblems, seven inches high, gold on purple hack- 
ground. ‘ 


1. First year Varsity Rally Squad letters shall be 
the same as Varsity Athletic Awards. 


2. Second year Varsity Rally Squad letters shall be 
block style chenille letters, seven inches high, purple 
on gold with a salmon insignia. 
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B. Junior Varsity Athletic awards shall be block style 
chenille emblems, six inches high, purple on gold 
background. 


1. First Year Pepster emblems will be the same as 
the Junior Varsity Athletic awards with the addition 
of the word PEPSTER. 


2. Second year Pepster emblems shall be the same 
as second year Varsity Rally Squad with the PEP- 
STER inscription. 


C. Fingerling numerals shall be block style chenille 
emblems, 442" high, gold on purple background. 


Section 2. Basis for awards. 
A. Football. 


1. All students who play in one halt of the quar- 
ters of interscholastic football games. 


2. Any part of quarters shall be counted as quar- 
Lets. 


B. Basketball. 


1. All students who play one half of the quarters 
of interscholastic basketball games. 


2. Any parts of quarters shall be conuted as quar- 
ters. 


C. Baseball. 


1. All students playing in one third of all the in- 
nings of interscholastic baseball games. 


2. Any part of an inning shall be considered an 
inning. 


Dieitrack 


1. 9 points are required for a letter.

2. Points from “B" school meets will be counted 
as 4% the points from an “A” school meet. 


E. Golf. 


All members of a golf team playing in a major- 
ity of their meets shall be awarded a Junior Varsity 
Letter. 


2. Warsity letters shall be awarded to the team 
winning two-thirds of the total points in an inter- 
scholastic meet. 


F. Varsity, Junior Varsity, and Fingerling team man- 
agers shall be awarded Varsity, Junior Varsity, and 
Fingerling awards respectively. 

G. Special cases shall be left up to the descretion of 
the coaches and advisors. 


Section 3. The above awards shall be financed by the 
Student Body out of the general fund. 


Section 4. Award assemblies. 


A. Awards shall be presented during an awards as- 
sembly by respective coaches of the sports or activity 
advisors. The assembly will be under the supervision 
of the Awards Committee. 


B. Rally Squad members -and Pepsters shall receive 
their emblems from the President of the Student Body, 
both will receive their awards at the Spring Awards 
assembly. 


C. Awards assemblies may be held whenever neces- 
sary and may be called by the Student Body President 
with the consent of the Principal. 


ARTICLE X 
Section 1. School clubs will be chartered by the Student 
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Council of the Astoria High School. The Charters may be 
withdrawn by the Student Council after investigations by 
the Club Committee of the finders warrant this action. 


Section 2. All clubs must submit a Constitution to the 
Student Council. 


Section 3. All clubs must have one or more advisors 
selected by the Principal. 


Section 4. No student may hold office in more than one 
club except under unusual conditions. The Club Committee 
will investigate the case and submit their findings with their 
recommendations to the Students Council which will act by 
rendering a judgement. 


Section 5. No club or organization shall hold its elec- 
tion until after the Student Body elections are completed in 
the spring unless required to do so by its national by-laws. 
The Club Committee will investigate such situations and 
act as outlined above in Section 4. Club elections will fol- 
low the pattern set up by the club committee. 


Section 6. All clubs must submit a progress report of 
their activities to the Student Council at stated intervals. 
These will be turned in to the Club Committee which will 
examine them and report to the Student Council those clubs 
which appear to be doing useful work and those +lubs 
which appear to be wasting their opportunities and which 
should terminate their existence. 


Section 7. The names and officers of all clubs shall be 
reported to the Club Committee by October 15 of each 
year, 


ARTICLE XI 


Section 1. The Legislative committee will receive pro- 
posed ammendments to these by laws, will study them and 
present them to the Student Council with their recommenda- 
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tions and in the proper form. The Student Council will in 
turn present the proposal to the Student Body for voting 
as provided in Article VI of the Constitution. 


Section 2. These By-Laws may be amended by a ma- 
jority vote of the Association.

Student Organizations 


AIMS OF CLUBS 


There has been organized in Astoria High School a list 
of clubs covering a wide variety of interests. Some of these 
clubs are in direct union with classes; others as an organized 
source of entertainment and recreation. It is the aim of AHS 
to have every student belong to the one(s) which empha- 
sizes his major interest. An active member should attend as 
many meetings as is possible and enter wholeheartedly into 
the club’s activities. The primary purposes of these clubs 
are as follows: 


1. An opportunity for the student to follow up his 
major interest. 


2. An opportunity for students to get the experiences 
of club offices, as well as to learn the parliamentary 
usages in a small group where everyone takes part. 

A brief summary of the clubs is found on the following

“BY” CLUB 


The purpose of the ‘“A’’ Club is to promote school sports- 
manship, interest boys in athletics and support school activi- 
ties. A boy may become a member if he wishes to, after he 
has earned a letter in some major sport. Their advisors are 
Mr. Paldanius and Mr. Thompson.

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Student Activities 


The average day’s procedure is made as simple as possible 
to avoid confusion among the students. You should famili- 
arize yourself with the following practices which may be 
encountered daily or frequently during the school year. 


COURSES OFFERED AT ASTORIA HIGH SCHOOL 


Every student should plan his four years of school work 
in order to get the greatest value for him. To graduate from 
Astoria High School a student must have the following 
qualifications: 

(1) Have attended four years of high school. 
(2) Earned 19 units. (A unit is given for one year of 
satisfactory work in each subject.) 
(3) Completed the required subjects. 
Freshman: 
English, Social Education, Mathematics, Phy- 
sical Education. 
Sophomore: 
English, Social Science, Biology, Physical Edu- 
cation. 
Junior: 
English, American History, Physical Education. 
Senior: 
English, Civics, Physical Education. 

A student may take as many subjects as he desires but every 
student is advised to carry five subjects, including physical 
education, each year. Electives are as follows: 

Freshmen: 
Latin, Spanish, French, Homemaking I, Shop I, Free- 
hand Drawing, Girls Glee Club, Mixed Choir, Band, 
Mechanical Drawing I, Photography, Exploratory 
Mechanics. 

Sophomores: 
All Freshman electives and Geometry. Typing I, 
Homemaking II, (Homemaking I), Journalism, Me- 
chanical Drawing II, (Mech. Draw. I), Shop I, 
(Shop I).

: All Freshman and Sophomore electives and Chemistry

DROPPING OR ADDING CLASSES 


Dropping and adding classes must be referred to the 
teachers and the dean’s office to be accepted or rejected. A 
form which can be obtained in the office, must be signed by 
both the teacher and the dean of boys. 


DEAN’S ROOM 


The Dean’s room is a room in which girls who become 
ill during school hours may go and rest. 

The Dean’s room is under the supervision of Miss Upham 
and during the six periods of the day she has helpers who 
are called Dean’s Lieutenants. 

This room is not to be used by any student as a study 
hall. 


REGISTRATION AND FEES 


Registration for the next school year is at the end of the 
preceeding school year. At this time, students are required 
to fill out a schedule program for the following year, listing 
all elective and required subjects. A complete four year pro- 
gtam is also projected by each freshman to provide direction 
to his high school program. This forecast may be changed 
to fit changing needs of the student.

STUDENT BODY ACTIVITY TICKET 


A student body activity ticket is bought by every student 
at the first of the year who wishes to be a member of the 
student body. The ticket cost $5.00 and enables the purchas- 
er to attend all games, plays, concerts, and other studént 
body privileges, and to receive the Astor Post free of charge. 


STUDENT INSURANCE - 


This is a Student Mutual Benefit Plan which covers any 
accidental bodily injury that may occur from the time you 
leave home directly at the close of school. This is also sub- 
ject to special limitations. The price is $1.50 per student and 
will pay a maximum up to $300. 


TUITION FEES 


Non-residents, that is pupils whose parents live outside 
of the Astoria school district, are allowed to go to Astoria 
High School if there is no accredited high school in their 
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district. In this case, the school district from which the 
student comes, pays the tuition. If a student lives within 
a district where there is an accredited high school but insists 
on coming to Astoria High School, he then must pay tuition. 
Students over 21 years of age must also be required to pay 
tuition. 


SCHOOL FINANCES 


Money from all organizations in the Astoria High School 
is deposited through the office. Two sets of books are kept, 
one by the faculty financial adviser, Miss Lamb, and one by 
the treasurer of the student body. Each class and organiza- 
tion keeps a separate account of all receipts and expenditures. 
These books are checked monthly with the books of the 
financial adviser. 

The student body funds are expended by action of the stu- 
dent body, and organization funds by action of the club or 
class adviser. All purchases must be preceeded by a requisi- 
tion signed by the advisor and principal. All bills are paid 
by checks signed by the principal. A financial statement of 
all money received and expended is made each month and 
filed in the office. 


REPORT CARDS 


Report cards are a means of letting the parents know how 
well their students are doing in their subjects. 

Report cards are issued every nine weeks and are marked 
either A, B, C, D, or U. A meaning (93-100) Superior, B 
(86-92) Excellent, C (77-85) Average, D (70-76) Passing, 
aod U (Below 70) Failure. 

Report cards must be signed by a parent or guardian and 
returned to school. 

If a report card is not returned to school a fee must be 
paid for making out a new card. This fee is ten cents. 


DIRECTIONS FOR STUDY 


1. Follow your program regularly. 
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If possible, study your lesson immediately after assign- 

ment is made. 

3. Take brief notes and afterwards study by outline. 

4. Use dictionary and reference books for points not clearly 
comprehensible. 

5. Concentrate so that outside interests will not frequently 
disturb your study. 

6. Do not try to commit exact words until you understand 
the content. 

7. Connect the important facts of the new lesson with facts 
previously learned. 

8. The extra efforts spent on preparation pay the greatest

STUDY HALL REGULATIONS 


Students leaving a study hall for another room or the of- 
fice, must sign up on the study hall slip which is provided 
by the teachers in each room. Not more than one boy and 
girl is permitted to leave the room at one time, everyone 
being required to return within a three-minute period if not 
excused for for a longer time. Students should not converse 
with each other except when granted permission by the 
teacher in charge. When permission has been granted, the 
pupil should communicate only for a reasonable time. 


THE LIBRARY 


The library has carefully selected books for you to use 
in your school work and to enjoy for home reading. In your 
library, ‘you will be able to find information on every subject 
in which a student may be interested. The best books, old 
and new, are available for your pleasure reading. While in 
high school, learn to read with understanding and to use the 
library intelligently. 


Arrangement of Books in the Library 


To keep library books in order, and to make it easy to 
find them, a number is used to represent each subject, and 
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all books on the same subject have the same number. The 
books in this library are arranged on the shelves in numeri- 
cal order according to the Dewey Decimal Classification, 
which divides all books into ten classes. 
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How to Find a Book 


The Card Catalog is the index to the library. It is a cabi- 
net of drawers containing cards for all the books in the 
library. The cards are arranged alphabetically like words 
in a dictionary. 

There is a card in the Catalog under the name of the 
author of each book in the library. There is also a card 
for the title of every book, and other cards with subject 
headings. 

The number in the upper left corner of the catalogue 
card tells the exact location of the book on the library 
shelves. If there is no number on the card, the book is 
fiction. ' 

Use the Card Catalog to find out whether the book ‘you 
want is in the library, and if so, in what part of the li- 
brary it can be found. 


How to Borrow a Book 


Select a book and take it to the Loan Desk. Sign your 
name on the card in the back of the book. Present the 
book and the card to the library assistant who will stamp 
the date due. 

Books may be taken out for a period of two weeks, un- 
less they are marked overnight books. Overnight books 
must be returned by 8:40 the next morning. 

Reference books, such as encyclopedias, atlases, etc., 
cannot be taken from the library. 

Circulation of books, magazines, pamphlets and phono- 
graph records, are generally circulated for a period of 
two weeks. Books may be renewed if they are not re- 
served for someone else. 

To take out a magazine, make out a slip giving the name, 
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date of the magazine you want, with your name and 
English room. This is also done for records. Pamphlets 
are taken out by presenting the pamphlet to the librarian, 
who will give you a slip to sign, and will stamp the 
date due. 

Fines 


Fines for overdue books are one cent a day if the fine is 
paid in cash when the book is returned or two cents other- 
wise. Overnight books that are late or overdue cost ten cents. 
Overnight books are due the following morning at 8:40. 


Use of the Library 


Students who wish to use the library must first have their 
library pass signed by a class room teacher and then by their 
study hall teacher. This slip is placed by the student in the 
box on the return book table. It is stamped by the librarian 
and returned by the librarian to the study hall teacher, not 
the student. Students are required to be in the library by the 
first five minutes of the period or they will not be admitted. 
Students remain in the library until the bell rings at the end 
of the period. 

Students are expected to read or study quietly without 
talking. When the bell rings at the end of the period, put 
your magazines or books back and replace your chairs. Stu- 
dents may obtain Free Reading Passes from the Librarian 
permitting them to the library with the approval of their 
study hall teacher. While there, they may read any library 
material they wish. Passes are revoked when the student 
bothers others trying to study by talking loudly. The refer- 
ence room is reserved for people who have reference work 
to do. Please receive permission from the librarian before you 
enter the reference room to study. 


Librarians 


The librarians and the student librarians are in the library 
to help. If you are having difficulty finding the answer to a 
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question, or selecting a book to read, ask any one of the 
librarians for help. We maintain a picture collection and 
files of book covers to help in book reports. 


Hours 


The library is open from 8 o'clock until 4 o'clock. Students 
may enter the library freely before and after school and at 
noon. All students are expected to move quietly and create 
no disturbance. 


FIRE DRILLS 


Signal—Ringing of the fire gong. In annex, two 
short rings followed by long continuous ringing of 
the bell. 


Instructions—When the fire signal sounds every 
teacher should give the command for all pupils to 
fall into double line inside the room, facing the door. 
As soon as all are in line and with the teacher at the 
head of the line, begin to march as follows: 


(1) Rooms 1 and 2 march four abreast out the west 
door, standing in straight lines on the cement walk. 

(2) Rooms 5 and 6 unite and march four abreast 
out the east door, standing in straight lines on the 
cement walk. 


4 (3) Room 4 follows rooms 5 and 6 out the east 
oor. 


(4) Rooms 10 and 11 unite and march four abreast 
out left-hand front door and remain standing in 
straight lines on the cement walk to the west. 

(5) Dean’s room and Astor Post fall in two abreast 
behind room 10 and Office fall in behind room 11. 

(6) Library, Room 14 march four abreast out of 
the right-hand front door and remain standing in: 
straight lines on cement walk to the east. 
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(7) Rooms 12 and 13 march four abreast and follow 
Library out the right-hand front door and remain 
standing in a straight line on the cement walk to the 
east. 

(8) Rooms 20 and 21 unite and march down west 
stairs four abreast out the southwest door and re- 
main standing in straight lines on the cement walk. 

(9) 22 and 23 unite four abreast and march out the 
tunnel door and remain standing in straight lines on 
the cement walk. 

(10) Rooms 24 and 29 unite four abreast and follow 
Rooms 22 and 23. 

(11) Rooms 27 and 28 unite four abreast and march 
down the east stairs to second floor and then out the 
front door, forming in straight line to the west on 
the cement walk. 

(12) Rooms 25 and 26 unite and march four abreast 
southeast escape. 

(13) Shop Classes march two abreast out the west 
door of shop, turn up the hill and form straight lines 
close to annex. 

(14) Gymnasium classes march two abreast out the 
southwest door in gym. 

(15) Room 31 march two abreast down the stairs 
and out the front door of annex and to main walk, 
facing west. 

(16) Band room march two abreast and move west 
on driveway.

ATTENDANCE AND EXCUSES 


Prompt regular attendance is necessary for successful work. 
Therefore students should be absent or tardy only when un- 
avoidable. In cases of absence the student, upon returning, 
should bring a written excuse stating the date and cause of 
his absence and bearing the signature of his parent or guard- 
ian. This is presented at the desk in the Dean’s Room. Stud- 
ents who fail to bring an excuse are given a temporary un- 
excused absence form, which will be replaced by an excused 
absence form when a satisfactory excuse is brought from 
home. 


Pre-Excuses 


Students wishing to be excused from any or all classes in 
advance must secure an excuse blank at the office and have 
it filled out by all of the teachers on your regular schedule. 


‘After the dean has signed the blank, it must be returned to 
the office. 


Tardiness 


Students not in their seats when the bell rings are con- 
sidered tardy. In such cases a tardy slip must be obtained 
from the Dean’s Room. Persistent tardiness will not be al- 
lowed. 


STUDENT EMPLOYMENT 


Many High Schoo] students are partially self-supporting 
by working after school. Students are able to secure various 
types of employment by talking to the Dean of Boys in his 
office. 


LOST AND FOUND 


For your convenience and benefit a lost and found depart- 
ment is maintained in the dean of girl’s office. All articles, 
with the exception of books and other school equipment 
found about the school should be turned into the office. 


CAFETERIA 


The cafeteria in the lower floor serves wholesome lunches 
at a very reasonable cost. Lunches are to be eaten in the 
lunch room and rooms 1, 2, 4 and 5, and the trays are to be 
brought back to the cafeteria and stacked when through. 
Lunch tickets can be purchased in the book room, which is 
directly across from the office, every morning and at noon 


at the same location. 


LOCKERS 


Lockers are a storage compartment in which students keep 
their books and necessary school equipment. 

Lockers are issued at the beginning of each school year 
upon entering school. A locker may be shared by two or 
more students and it should be remembered that whether 
the locker is used by one or more persons, it should be kept 
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clean and neat. ; 
If a student desires to place a lock on his locker he may 


do so. 
BULLETIN BOARDS 


There are four bulletin boards in the halls of AHS. They 
are located at each end of the second and third floor halls. 
On bulletin boards in the west end of the building, one can 
find information of general student body activities. On the 
second floor, west bulletin board, can be found information 
of the Library's activities; while the bulletin board on the 
east end of the third floor will have scholastic information 
posted. 


TELEPHONE 


There is a pay telephone in the main hall outside the office 
for use by students. Students are permitted to use the school 
phone for business or emergency only. Students will not be 
excused from class to answer the phone except in an emer- 
gency. 

PARKING AREAS 


Students who bring their cars to school may park them in 
the student parking lot in back of the school. The space on 
16th street and on Jerome is reserved for teacher parking. 
Students may park in the space beside Patriot's Hall, except 
in the shop loading zone. No cars may be parked at any time 
on the opposite side of 16th street in the school area. The 
students may not move their cars at noon without special 
permission from the principal or dean of boys.

TRADITIONS 


Each year the students at AHS carry out certain activities 
set up by former students. We shall try to mention a few 
of these. 


“Hello Day” is one of the first days of school. Its purpose 
is to help old and new students become acquainted. Hello 
tags are given out by the Service Club, the sponsors of this 
day. You are to say “Hello” to everyone you meet all day 
long. 

During the year different clubs sponsor various dances 
which are open to all students. These are usually informal 
and school clothes are in order. All outside dates must get 
guest cards signed by an advisor and the principal. 

The Senior Ball is a formal dance given entirely by the 
seniors and their advisors. The dance is held sometime in 
December. The theme is always kept secret until the night of 
the dance. 

The juniors give their annual dance in the spring of the 
year. It is a formal dance put on much the same way as the 
Senior Ball. There is much rivalry between the two classes 
as to which can put on the better dance. 


The Soph Hop is a cotton and cord dance given by the 
sophomore class. The sophomores pick a theme as the juniors 
and seniors do, but their dance is not so elaborate. 


Last but not least is the Freshman Cotton and Cord Frolic. 
The freshmen prove that they have talent by putting on one 
of the most successful dances of the year. 


Each spring many clubs take advantage of nice weather 
to hold picnics, parties or potluck dinners. These provide 
a happy climax to the year’s activities. These usually take 
place at the beach. 


Homecoming, the football highlight of the year brings 
much excitment. Each class enters a float in the parade and 
sponsors one princess except the Senior class which spon- 
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sors three from which one is chosen queen. 


Student Body Elections are held in April after three 
days of campaigning. In May the new officers are installed 
by the outgoing ones in a formal ceremony. 

Class day is the climax of the year next to commencement, 
for the senior class. The will and prophecy are read and 
everyone enjoys the gay assembly.
